The X -15, half-plane, h a lf-m issile, a hybrid of the hypersonic 
age, designed to take man to outer space and back, is now being 
built for the Air Force, Navy, and National Advisory Com m ittee 
for 
A eronautics 
by North American aircraft in lx>s A ngeles. 
The pencil-thin ship with wings like clea v er blades w ill actually 
be fired by its own rocket engine like a m issile, to coast in a 
b allistic curve like an artillery shell to reach fantastic speeds 
and heights. 
New m etal alloys, such as nickel and steel, are going into Its 
construction. They w ere chosen for strength and high heat r e s is t­ 
ance. 
For its baptism of fire on re-entry into the atm osphere from 
space, the X -15 w ill w ear a com plete external arm or of nickel 
alloy. The heat that soaks through this resistant skin will m eet 
titanium and stain less steel on the inside. Some aluminum is used 
internally w here 
high heat and high loads are not a problem . 
After initial tests, the ship will be turned over to the Air Force 
and the NACA to study the effects of friction heat on airplanes 
capable of flying thousands of m iles an hour, as w ell as control 
outside the atm osphere w here conventional airplane controls are 
u se le ss.

The 19.30s produ ced a special breed of million aire's 
•on —the man n ot on ly with the social con scien ce bu t 
also with the g u ilt complex . These y ou n g people u ere 
at colleg e du rin g the Depression y ears, or were still 
u n der the in flu en cei; of the ex citin g mov emen ts which 
marked that period. 
They wan ted to do the rig ht 
thin g . They witn e.ssed the pov erty of those who lost 
their mon ey as well as those who n ev er had had an y . 
Ev en if born Repu blican , they fou n d themselv es hap­ 
piest in the New Deal which g av e them an ou tlet for 
serv in g that on e-third of a n ation which the rich felt 
that their an ce.stors had robbed. 


Av erell Haniman is the so n o f K. H. Harriman 
who made an eno rmo us fo rtune building Western 
railro ads. The elder Harriman wa.s a particularly 
astute perso n who came o ut o f the ranks and had 
neither a grandfather no r a father to leav e him 
any wealth. 
What he had was his because, in 
acco rdance with the way s o f his day , he earned it, 


Av erell Harriman started life as a Repu blican hu t 
en tered the New Deal as a liberal. Fran klin D. Roose­ 
v elt was attracted to him as Theodore Roosev elt was 
repelled by his father. He was g iv en a n u mber of 
importan t posts in the Roosev elt Admin istration , the 
mo.st importan t bein g his ambassador.ship to Moscow 
du rin g the Teheran an d Yalta Con feren ces. 
He is well-in formed on ail phases of the Ru ssian 
qu estion , althou g h like so man y New Dealers he is 
impelled to defen d Roosev elt's errors as politically 
n ecessary , which while it may be sou n d politics is 
u n sou n d morals. 
Harriman ha.s serv ed a.s Gov ern or of New \ ’ork 
State for on e term an d is n ow u p for re-election . His 
career as Gov ern or, while n ot startlin g , was n ev erthe­ 
less distin g u ished for competen ce. Not a g reat orator, 
Harriman likes to g et arou n d, makin g an u n u su ally 
larg e n u mber of speeches. 


Nelso n Ro i kefeller is o ne o f the fiv e grandso ns 
o f .lo hn D. Ro ckefeller who fo unded the Standard 
Oil fo rtune which was, at o ne time, o ne o f the 
largest In the wo rld. Each o f the fiv e grandso ns 
sho ws particular qualities. Nelso n’s being po litics 
and public serv ice. 


Like Harriman . he join ed the New Deal u n der 
Fran klin D. Roo.sev elf an d tog ether with Dr. Stan ley 
Hig h, au thored the “Good Neig hbor Policy ” for Latin 
America. 
The failu res of this policy can n ot 
he 
attribu ted to Rockefeller hecau .se as lon g as Roosev elt 
an d later Tru man adhered to the "Eu rope First” policy , 
Latin America had to take third place alter Eu rope 
an d Asia an d that has prov ed to he most u n fortu n ate 
for the Un ited States. The “ Good Neig hbor Policy ” 
mig ht hav e sav ed this cou n try from the costly errors 
which hav e n ow laid Latin America open to Sov iet 
pen etration . 
Nelson Rockefeller serv ed in the Roo.sev elt, Tru ­ 
man an d Eisen hower Admin istration .s. He mig ht hav e 
con tin u ed acceptin g appoin tiv e position s bu t he has 
chosen to risk placin g himself before the people for 
election which is tou g h u n der an y circu mstan ces. 
Habitu ated to research an d polls an d stu ff like that, 
Rockefeller mu st hav e data which in clin e him to be­ 
liev e that he has a g ood chan ce of election . 
Av erell Harriman an d Nelson Rockefeller hav e had 
the same association s in an d ou t of politics. They are 
socially of the same elemen t. They hav e both been 
in flu en ced in their political careers by Harry Hopkin s 
an d .Mrs. .An n a Rosen berg , who has been Nelson Rocke­ 
feller’s political men tor. They hav e both dev oted their 
en ormou s fortu n es to pu blic life. 


The campaign will therefnre be v ery interest- 
I 
ing because what will they say against each o ther? 
Harriman's reco rd as (io v erno r has been go o d; 
Ro ckefeller's reco rd as a public serv ant will stand 
scrutiny . This can be a campaign o n the issues 
witho ut to o much perso nal v ituperatio n, altho ugh 
there is no telling what may happen in campaigns. 


It IS kn own that the Repu blican s plan to make the 
Democratic leadership of Carmin e DcSapio a major 
Issu e. It is difficu lt to see how they can su cceed with 
that becau se Carmin e DeSapio has n ev er been a.sso- 
ciated with those Italian s who are often referred to 
as the Mafia. Nor can it be said that Harriman has 
been u n der DeSapio’s con trol, for Harriman brou g ht 
with him to Alban y man y New Dealers, some of them 
of a leftist persu asion . Nev ertheless, it will be in terest­ 
in g to see what the Repu blican s make of all this. A 
campaig n ag ain st DeSapio wou ld n ot be a campaig n 
ag ain st Harriman .

Americans for Democratic Action. 


In fact in its initial announcement the ACA 
termed itself a fourth force “to nullify the one­ 


sided advantage which Americans for Democratic 


Action and its associated liberal groups, operat­ 


ing as a third force, have given parties and can­ 
didates of the left in our state and national elec­ 


tions.” 
Admiral Ben Moreell (ret.) of Pittsburgh, 
board chairman of Jones and Laughlin Steel Co., 
is board chairman of ACA. Other trustees in­ 
clude: Vice Chairman Henning VV, Prentis Jr., 
board chairman of Armstrong Cork Co.; treasur­ 
er Charles Edison, former Democratic governor 
of New Jersey; former Rep. Ed. Gossett iD-Tex.), 
and Dr. Walter D. Martin, former president of 
the American Medical Association. 
The ACA lists among its principles “adher­ 
ence 
to 
government 
and 
economic 
concepts 
which will protect the principles of sound money, 
effective economy, taxation for revenue only and 
to operate our governm ent within the frame­ 
work of a balanced budget.”

Harriman-Rockefeller 


The 19305 produced a special breed of millionaires 
•on—the man not only with the social conscience hut 
also with the guilt complex. These young people were 
at college during the Depression years, or were still 
under the influences of the exciting movements which 
marked that period. 
They wanted to do the right 
thing. They witnessed the poverty of those who lost 
their money as well as those who never had had any. 
Even if horn Republican, they found themselves hap­ 
piest in the New Deal which gave them an outlet for 
serving that one-third of a nation which the rich felt 
that their ancestors had robbed. 


Averell Harriman is the ton of E. H. Harriman 
who made an enormous fortune building Western 
railroads. The elder Harriman was a particularly 
astute person who cam e out of the ranks and had 
neither a grandfather nor a lather to leave him 
any wealth. 
What he had was his because, in 
accordance with the ways of his day, he earned it. 


Averell Harriman started life as a Republican hut 
entered the New Deal as a liberal. Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt was attracted to him as Theodore Roosevelt was 
repelled by his father. 
He was given a number of 
important posts in the Roosevelt Administration, the 
most important being hi* ambassadorship to Moscow 
during the Teheran and Yalta Conferences. 
He is well-informed on all phases of the Russian 
question, although like so many New Dealers he is 
impelled to defend Roosevelt’s errors as politically 
necessary, which while it may be sound politics is 
unsound morals. 
Harriman has served as Governor of New York 
State for one term and is now up for re-election. His 
career as Governor, while not startling, was neverthe­ 
less distinguished for competence. Not a great orator, 
H arriman likes to get around, making an unusually 
large number of speeches. 


Nelson Rockefeller I* one of the five grandson* 
of John D. Rockefeller who founded the Standard 
Oil fortune which was, at one time, one of the 
largest in the world. 
Each of the five grandsons 
show* particular qualities, Nelson * being politic* 
and public service. 


Like Harriman, he joined the New Deal under 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and together with Dr. Stanley 
High. authored the “Good Neighbor Policy” for Latin 
America. 
The 
failures 
of 
this 
policy cannot 
he 
attributed to Rockefeller because as long as Roosevelt 
and later Truman adhered to the “ Europe First” policy, 
Latin America had to take third place alter Europe 
and Asia and that has proved to be mast unfortunate 
for the United States. The “Good Neighbor Policy” 
might have saved this country from the vastly errors 
which have now laid Latin America open to Soviet 
penetration. 
Nelson Rockefeller served in the Roosevelt. Tru­ 
man and Eisenhower Administrations. He might have 
continued accepting appointive positions hut he has 
chosen to risk placing himself before the people for 
election which is tough under any circumstances. 
Habituated to research and polls and stuff like that, 
Rockefeller must have data which incline him to be­ 
lieve that he has a good chance of election. 
Averell Harriman and Nelson Rockefeller have had 
the sam e associations in and out of politics. They are 
socially of the same element. They have both been 
influenced in their political careers by Harry Hopkins 
and Mrs. Anna Rosenberg, who has been Nelson Rocke­ 
feller’s political mentor. They have both devoted their 
enormous fortunes to public life. 


The campaign will therefore be very interest­ 
ing because what will they say against each other? 
Mar rim in s record a* Governor has been good; 
Rockefeller’* record as a public servant will stand 
scrutiny. This can be a campaign on the issues 
without loo murh personal vituperation, although 
there is no telling what may happen in campaigns. 


It is known that the Republicans plan to make the 
Democratic leadership of Carmine DeSapio a major 
Issue. It is difficult to see how they can succeed with 
that because Carmine DeSapio has never been asso­ 
ciated with those Italians who are often referred to 
as the Mafia. Nor can it be said that Harriman has 
been under DeSapio's control, for Harriman brought 
with him to Albany many New Dealers, some of them 
of a leftist persuasion. Nevertheless, it will be interest­ 
ing to see what the Republicans make of all this. A 
campaign against DeSapio would not be a campaign 
•gainst Harriman.

Wealth No Longer A Hindrance To Candidates 


WASHINGTON - There was a 
time in American politic* when 
a rich man found his wealth a 
handicap to candidacy for high 
office. 
But it isn t true today. 
In New York State, for example. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller has just 
won the Republican nomination 
for Governor and 
will oppose 
A v e r e l l Harriman. Democrat. 
Both come from wealthy families. 
Oddly enough, the advantages 
of the rich man as a candidate 
are now pointed to as being dis­ 
tinctly of benefit to the electorate. 
This follows the reasoning of the 
late President Theodore Roase- 
velt, who once wrote a magazine 
article in which he said that, 
unless a man had accumulated an 
estate of $100.000—so that his in­ 
come 
would 
make 
him 
inde­ 
pendent of his salary—he would 
not make as successful a public 
servant as one who possessed 
that particular advantage. 
The theory is that the rich man 
will resist temptations in the per­ 
formance of his public office, 
because he has already accumu­ 
lated 
enough 
wealth 
that 
he 
doesn't have to think of what he 
will do once he leaves office. 
Hence his point of view is likely 
to he more closely attuned to the 
public welfare. 
Men of wealth have often enter­ 
ed into politics, but in recent 
years the men of riches in public 
life have been largely those who 
inherited wealth. 
There is no 
doubt that money-making itself 
has no lure for Mr. Rockefeller 
or for Governor Harriman. They 
find a greater satisfaction in en­ 
deavoring to perform a public 
service for their fellow men. 
More interesting perhaps than 
the wealth of those two guber­ 
natorial candidates is their ances­ 
try. Governor Harrim an s father, 
the late E. H Harriman, was the 
railroad king of America and a 
national and international figure 
in finance in the 1890s and early 
1900s. 
Although he never ran 
lor or held public office, he was

highly influential in the Repub­ 
lican Party during the adminis­ 
trations of McKinley and Theo­ 
dore Roasevelt. He openly boast­ 
ed that he could buy a sufficient 
number 
of Senators and Con­ 
gressmen or state legislators to 
protect his interests, and. when 
n e c e s s a r y , 
could 
buy 
the 
judiciary. 
Mr. Harriman was among those 
later to he denounced by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt as “malefactors 
of great wealth.” In 1904. even 
though Mr. Harriman mistrusted 
Mr. Roosevelt as the party nomi­ 
nee. the railroad magnate con­ 
tributed heavily to the Republican 
Presidential campaign. 
In an 
effort to win 
Mr. 
Harriman'* 
financial support. Mr. Roosevelt 
wrote a letter that became public 
in a sensation of those days. 
In 
it the President had. in effect, 
asked Mr. Harriman to forget the 
attacks of the past because, as he
